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Democrats, Republicans and Changing Times 

When the cool fingers of autumn slip thru our daily lives, their 
stimulating effect provide a proper atmosphere for political decisions. 

Election days are near, and flashing through the minds* of the 
voters are the minute pictures of all that has been said by all of the 
candidates, and all that is part of our philosophy of government. 

A decision is not always easy to make in our fluid society. Can¬ 
didate and party motions are frequently hidden and false issues are 
put across. 

Unlike the spots on the leopard, the ideas of political parties do 
change, under the influence of their current leaders. The election 
result may not have been what has been represented. Popularly, the 
Democrats are considered on the political left, while the Republicans 
are on the right of a fluid middle line. Most Americans are con¬ 
sidered to group their thinking around the middle line, with recent 
elections having been decided a little left of center. 

In composition, the Democratic Party consists of conservatives, 
liberals, ultra liberals and the extreme left wingers, while the Re¬ 
publican Party consists of liberal, conservative, the “Old Guard*’ and 
when they vote, the ultra conservative. The liberal Democrat is no 
stranger with his philosophy, “the government can do it for us.” 

The ultra-liberal is the modern day “pink” and is quite vocal in 
our country today. Their goal is .complete “state planning,” and 
“state socialism.” Arthur Schlesinger in his recent magazine article 
quite well described what their thinking is. The public scorn of this 
group a few years ago have left some tender edges, thus the ultra- 
liberals approach their goals in devious ways, but they can’t hide 
their sending medicine and bandages to North Vietnam. 

Democrats are not proud of their “left wingers” though they do 
receive their votes at election time. The recent huge Democratic 
victories on federal, state, and town levels are well documented, the 
result, unhappiness.across the land. 

What is wrong that makes us feel this way ? 

A significant part answer is that the Democratic party is not 
what the voters had been led to believe that it was representing, 
when they voted for it. 

The writings in newspapers, magazines, the actions in congress, 
legislature and town government indicate that the center of the 
Democratic Party philosophy has moved to the left and is coming 
under the domination of the ultra-liberals. 

In keeping with the times, the Republican Party is also moving 
to the left, and in this year of 1966, is right square in the middle 
of the main stream of American thinking and way of life. 

A shift of 500 votes from those who have voted Democratic in 
the last two years, to the candidates on the Republican side of the 
ballot, followed by a similar shift, now apparent across the state, will 
give the people the government that they wish for.

Sportsmen throughout the coun¬ 
try are in for a first rate hunting 
season. 

This is the forecast of the fifth 
annual series of regional reports 
on hunting and conservation just j 
completed by the Winchester- 
Western Division, 01 in Mathieson 
Chemical Corporation, and de¬ 
signed to meet the special re¬ 
quirement of the nation’s outdoor 
press. Individual copies also are 
available to the public on request. 

The four regional newsletters, 
contain hunting data for each 
state. Olin’s Conservation De¬ 
partment provides details on hunt¬ 
ing areas and population status. 

Hunting and Fishing 
Big Business 

A new survey conducted by the 
U. S. Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife, similar to those 
conducted in 1955 and 1960, shows 
that sportsmen spent over four 
billion dollars to hunt and fish in 
1965. Of the 33 million sportsmen 
in the United States, there are 
28 million who fished, 14 million 
who hunted, and, included in the 
two previous figures, over 9 mil¬ 
lion who participated in both 
sports. The figures are for indi¬ 
viduals over twelve years of age 
and who indicated “substantial 
participation.” This eliminated 
those individuals who hunted or 
fished just once or twice a year 
in their local area. Hunters spend 
more than twice as much on dogs 
as they do for licenses, and fisher¬ 
men spend ten times as much 
money on boats as they do for 
licenses.

VOLPE ON EMPLOYMENT 

Governor John A. Yolpe, cam¬ 
paigning vigorously for re-elec¬ 
tion, declared today that 129,000 
new jobs have been created in 
Massachusetts during his admin¬ 
istration. 

The Governor assorted that this 
has meant greater prosperity for 
the entire Commonwealth and all 
its citizens. 

“When new jobs are created or 
old jobs are wiped out, it has a 
chain reaction which affects a 
great many persons other than 
those directly involved,” the Gov¬ 
ernor observed. 

“It is extremely gratifying to 
be able to report that 129,000 
jobs, offering employment oppor¬ 
tunities and in many instances a 
better means of earning a liveli¬ 
hood for our citizens, have been 
created during my administra¬ 
tion,” Governor Voipe stated. 

Governor Voipe pointed out 
that 43,000 new manufacturing 
jobs have been established 
throughout the State during his 
present term reversing a serious 
trend which saw a decline of 38,- 
000 such jobs during the previous

would encourage the expansion of 
industry in our Commonwealth 
ami in so doing provide new jobs 
and employment opportunities for 
oin citizens,” the Governor de¬ 
clared.

“This would encourage industry 
to give the injured employee a 
second chance,” McGuire asserted. 

McGuire today campaigns in 
Norfolk County and in the eve¬ 
ning tours the Peabody area in 
Essex County. 


LT. GOV. RICHARDSON 
ON CAMPAIGN SPENDING 
Lieutenant Governor Elliot L. 
Richardson, campaigning energet¬ 
ically for election as the next at¬ 
torney general, yesterday declared 
that his opponent has established 
himself “as one of the big cam¬ 
paign spenders.” 

Richardson accused his oppon¬ 
ent of insincerity and of attempt¬ 
ing to mislead the voters by his 
statements on limiting campaign 
expenditures. 

“It is ironical and paradoxical 
that my opponent should be talk¬ 
ing now about 


campaign 
spending and curbing campaign 
expenditures,” Richardson assert¬ 
ed. 

This certainly is a new ap¬ 
proach for him, and on the basis 
of his lavish campaign spending 
in the past, one must wonder as 
to his sincerity,” Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor Richardson continued. 

“Records on file at the State 
House, which are open to public 
inspection, show that my oppon¬ 
ent spent nearly $900,000 on his 
campaign in 1964,” Richardson 
said. 

“That was over half a million 
dollars more than I expended on 
my campaign that same year. 

“Despite the tremendous ex¬ 
posure he received from an ex¬ 
penditure of over three-quarters 
of a million dollars, he was de¬ 
feated for election. 

“I spent a total of -$309,359 in 
the same campaign in which my 
present opponent spent $879,000,” 
Richardson pointed out.

ATTY. GENERAL BROOKE 

ON ECONOMY 

Attorney General Edward W. 
Brooke today proposed a four- 
point program for strengthening 
the economy of the Common¬ 
wealth through an improvement 
of the highway system serving 
the vital Central Corridor of Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

The U. S. Senate candidate 
called for “a coordinated, com¬ 
prehensive attack which centers 
on a creative partnership between 
the state of Massachusetts and 
the Federal Government.” 

Brooke declared that this joint 
effort would be accompanied by 
“the establishment of a Perma¬ 
nent Road Study Commission to 
review industry and population 
trends relative to needs for fu¬ 
ture transportation” and to carry 
out “careful highway planning in 
the Central corridor and other 
areas of Massachusetts.’ 7 

A recent study of the Central 
Corridor of Massachusetts by a 
group of engineering consultants 
indicated that highway construc¬ 
tion in this area would cost $310 
million over a 20-year period. 

Brooke pointed out that the 
Central Corridor, encompassing 
1600 square miles or one sixth of
